Had he been the victim of a more professional -Sxim 
frasMMip, he’d not have been as easily acquitted. If you adjudge a three-day deliberati«m 
easy. Besides, few men as as gifted with bag as "im, so few men can get away with a 
depmdenoe upon ^oqueoce. You have to master the means of any craft, and with the law, 
one of the prime meaI^s is procedures, ^t is like trying to gssssble some electronics 
equipsmt without a sohsmtic diagrESU In evaluating his advice, as yourself what the end 
would have beeoi if instead of Gervais tlwre had been an Ivtwi framing him?
